long extending from near Namaka 
to beyond Gleichen, hail destroyed | 
crops over 3,000 acres and caused | 
severe damage to at least a further | 
1,000 acres of grain lands. Hail the 
size of walnuts fell. | 

Driven by a fierce wind, the hail | 
flattened fields, stripped trees of | 
foliage, damaged buildings and 
smashed almost all windows in the 
path of the storm. } 

In the town of Gileichen pro- | 
perty damage was heavy. Streets | 
were flooded, sidewalks washed | 
away, basements ran water, and | 
today the town was littered with | 
debris.

THE PARTY LINE-UP 

Most people of Alberta, it may be assumed, 
are not overpoweringly concerned about the 
party name a candidate for the legislature car- 
ries. The policy he and his party stand for is 
what will count, in the tax bill, in the kind of 
service given in return for the taxes paid, and 
in other practical ways. 

The electors will have a choice of four main 
parties, each with enough candidates in the field 
to constitute a majority in the legislature. The 
kind of government we will get during the next 
four years will depend upon which of these 
parties the electors give a commanding major- 
ity in the house. Which of these parties stands 
the best chance to win, and is therefore most 
worth backing to prevent chaos, may be de- 
termined by a process of elimination 

The Government is generally conceded to be 
on the way out. That it is a serious contender 
in the melee is not apparent. It is encumbered 
by a record of inglorious inaction, and con- 
demned by associations with the aims and in- 
terests of “sound” finance which have been 
either deliberate of wondrously coincident. The 
choice thus rests between one of the other three 
major parties. 

Mr. Aberhart has gained a very large fol- 
lowing of people who support his scheme with 
something of the fervor of religious zeal. That 
he will poll a large vote, and elect some can- 
didates to the legislature, seems inevitable. The 


Solidarity of his following is conspicuous. Out- 
siders who seek to question the leader or his 


speakers at their meetings are shouted d } 
His supporters are told to pay no attention to 
critics. This of course is the right and priviiege 
of a political leader, and may or may not be 
good party discipline, but it must raise doubts 
among people generally whether a party of that 
kind could be safely entrusted with authority, 
whatever its policy. A party cannot take the 
position that its platform must not be freely 
discussed without thereby alienating the sym- 
pathy of some who might accept its ideas. Out- 
side his own organization, not many votes ere 
likely to be polled for Mr. Aberhart’s candi- 
dates. 


The Conservative party has nothing to offer 
the electors except “more of the same” in re- 
gard to monetary and financia] matters. It is 
Mr. Duggan’s misfortune that he believes and 
preaches a doctrine which people generally can 
no longer accept; because its application, by 
federa] and provincia] authorities, has robbed 
many of homes, jobs and savings, and in many 
cases has landed their sons in the relief camps 
and themselves on the dole. As an alternative 
to the Government and the Aberhart movement, 
the Conservative party offers no place of refuge 
for the distressed taxpayers and no hope of 
salvation for the man out of a job. 

There remains the Liberal party, now as 
always the party of moderation and toleration, 
offering a program of considered action along 
the line of ordered progress, professing no 
ability to work miracles, but driving steadily 
and vigorously for practical remedies for the 
evils which the depression has disclosed and 
produced. With a platform framed in consulta- 
tion with people of al! sections and occupations 
throughout the province, it offers the one avail- 
able rallying place for all who want reform 
without revolution, progress without panic, and 
& Pealistic dealing with the very rea! problems 
which confront the province and its people

Unemployed men at three points at least, 
Toronto, North Bay and Winnipeg, persist in 
plans to march on Ottawa and present their 
demands there for work and wages. 

There is no difficulty understanding their 
impatience or sympethizing with their stated 
purpose.

SALVAGE, NOT EQUALIZATION 

Under the Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act, farm debts in Alberta have been reduced 
by a gross amount of $473,000. The total indebt- 
edness of the farmers concerned amounted to 
$1,800,000 in round figures. The reduction aver- 
aged about 22 per cent 

The creditors affected will feel that to be a 
very substantial discount, but they will know 
that their debtors have fared far worse. The 
farmer took his share of the great deflation 
four or five years ago, when product prices 
went down. Since then he has been trying to 
pay high interest rates on dear money with 
cheap dollars, and pay back the dear money 
besides. 

Naturally he has failed. Farmers generally 
would think themselves well off if they could 
look back to 1930 and count their loss as noth- 
ing more than 22 per cent. Many of them 
may count their losses at three or four times 
that rate. The purpose of the Arrangement Act 
was in fact stated to be to “keep farmers on 
their land”; not to equalize the less, for which 
neither party was responsible, as between the 
farmer and his creditor. 

These are both victims of an absurd and 
unjust monetary system, of which the “sacred” 
money contract is directly the most damaging 
feature. Both debtor and creditor would have 
been better off today if the Board of Review 
had been set in action years ago and debt con- 
tracts revised without regard to the “sacred” 
tradition.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Saturday the Thirteenth of July, 1935, was 
an unfortunate day for three thousand Cena- 
dian workmen who lost their jobs as a sacrifice 
to Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett's fetich of one-way 
trade. 

In addition to the 3000 lumbermen affected 
adversely, western grain- 
growers lost a good customer 
for wheat. 

Let us get the facts clearly 
and in sequence. 

For many years past Japan 
has purchased each year from 
Canada from four to five 
times the value of goods that 
Canada has purchased from 
Japan. We have. sold her 
wheat, lumber, pulp, fish, 
lead and zinc—all of which 
you will note are ihe products of western Can- 
ada. Last year she bought over $16,000,000 of 
these Canadian products. In return we bought 
a little over $4,000,000 worth of Japanese goods 
—silks, textiles, chinaware and trinkets. 

That is the basic condition, Let us see what 
follows out of it.

Years ago, money being free under either 
laissez faire or protected economies—it is 
sacred, you know—to go wherever it can get 
the highest wage, great sums of money were 
sent by British and American bankers to assist 
Japan to enter competitive manufacturing in- 
dustries. Money raised from Lancashire cotton 
mills was sent to Japan to enable the Japanese 
to compete against the Lancashire cotton spin- 
ners. There is no patriotism about money. It 
is the meanest of mercenaries. It will desert 
the nation of its origin without notice and go 
over to the enemy for another half of one per 
cent. So Japan, aided by chéap wages, a de- 
pressed living standard and financed by British 
and American bankers, entered the arena of 
western competition. 

Manufacturers of trinkets back in eastern 
Canada as well as powerful textile corporations 
found that Japan could undersell them. Cigar- 
ette lighters could be made in Japan and de- 
livered in Canada for less than half the profit 
that a protected Canadian manufacturer would 
want. A firm that makes small microscopes for 
student use to sell at $10 apiece, got a jolt when 
Japan shipped in excellent counterparts at 89 
cents apiece. 

You know 
in Canada at 
15 cents, 
goods 


much of the rest—shirts delivered 
25 cents apiece, tennis shoes at 
cameras, flashlights, all manner of 


Part of this competition arises out of Mr. 
Bennett's “sound money” policy. Mr. Bennett 
—a multi-millionaire—made it his policy to 
make Canadian dollars scarce, so that they will 
be dear and have large purchasing power for 
those fortunate to have some. He had to reduce 
Canada’s volume of currency and credit by a 
billion doflars making money so scarce that 
unemployment had to become a permanent con- 
dition, but he did it regardless of the sacrifice. 
He wanted to ensure large purchasing power 
for each of his dollars. 

The “sound money” scheme worked so well 
that Japanese yen, when changed into Cana- 
dian dollars, instead of their normal value of 
49'2 cents Canadian, have a value of only 29 
eents in dear Canadian “sound money.” This 
enables Japan to further uncut its Canadian 
trade rivals 

Now see how 
ther complicated 


the greedy mess becomes fur- 


Though Mr. Bennett wants to make the 
Canadian dollar scarce and dear, and secure 
large purchasing power for it, he is also deyoted 
to the protection of the great eastern manu- 
facturing corporations. Mr. Bennett's dear dol- 
lar defeats itself. It permits Japanese goods 
to enter Canada despite high protection. What 
is to be done about it? 

Mr. Bennett declares the currency ef Japan 
to be “debased.” He imposes a dump duty 
against goods from countries with debased cur- 
rencies. At once the duty against Japanese silks 
and rayons, jump to 242 per cent. The wealthy 
eastern textile corporations—one of which made 
112 per cent last year—have their protected 
market saved. They can still force Canadians 
to give them 100 per cent dividends. 

But Japan refuses to take this edict of Mr. 
Bennett's without protest. It draws his atten- 
tion to the fact that it buys $16,000,000 of wheat, 
lumber, fish, pulp, etc, against the $4,000,000 
worth of goods that Canada buys from Japan 

It gave notice that if Mr. Bennett continued 
to impose a heavy dump duty on Japanese 
goods it would declare a 50) per cent ad valerem 
duty against Cenadjan lumber, wheat, paper 
and pulp.

Skin Disorders 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


There are many kinds of skin disorders, each 
differentiated by its own characteristic symp- 
toms. In some cases there is a toxic irritation 
from intestinal causes; in others, the skin is 
attacked by external parasites. Some of the 
rashes and irritations are in an acute form, and 
‘some are of a chronic nature 
and may persist for years. 

Eczema and _ psoriasis, 
which can be said to be of the 
chronic type, result from a 
toxemia produced by the con- 
tinual use of wrong food com- 
binations. This creates an 
over-acid state internally 
and brings on skin irritations 
as this excess acid is elim- 
inated by the body through 
the pores of the skin.

Acne is a skin disorder characterized by 


pimples and blackheads. There also occurs a 
plugging or blocking up, of the sebaceous oil 
glands of the skin. There being an excessive 
supply of oil in the sebaceous glands, the pa- 
tient should avoid an over-consumption of oily, 
greasy or fatty foods such as doughnuts, pastries 
and fried foods, together with gravy. Candy 
eating and the excessive use of sugar should 
also be avoided. Acne occurs principally dur- 
ing adolescence due to important changes tak- 
ing place in the endocrine glands. 

Many people are troubled by the appear- 
ance of hives, a rash in the form of wheals 
accompanied by an intense itching, burning 
sensation. These wheals may become of max- 
imum size, varying up to the size of half a 
dollar, within a few minutes, and sometimes 
disappear as rapidly as they form. These swell- 
ings may occur on the skin surface, or may 
develop on the inside of the throat, producing 
a choking feeling. 

Hives, or urticaria, sometimes termed nettle 
rash, can only occur in patients suffering from 
chronic acidosis and each attack may be pre- 
ceded by a period of lassitude, digestive dis- 
turbances, coated tongue and possibly headache. 
An attack may be precipitated by a number of 
different things, but is nearly always preceded 
by an irritation in the digestive tract. The 
foods most frequently blamed for bringing on 
these eruptions are shellfish, cheese, straw- 
berries, etc. 

I am convinced that wrong food combina- 
tions are more responsible for skin trouble than 
most of the foods blamed by the sufferer. 

An attack of erysipelas is no exception to 
the rule that acute diseases are really an 
attempt of nature to bring about a readjust- 
ment of metabolism. Erysipelas is commonly 
regarded as being caused by the streptococcus 
erysipelatis and is contagious. The eruption 
consists of dark red spreading patches with a 
swelling of the underlying tissues. The affected 
parts become swollen and painful and there is 
often an intense itching and burning. Purplish 
patches of erysipelas may start on the nose and 
extend to any part of the face, or appear on 
other parts of the body
